Plan for Ending the

POINT DIFFERENCE 


Present Commission Has Full 


Powers, While Other Would 
Have Had Only Advisory 


Washington, Dec 21. — Coal opera- 


tors of the United 
States, through 


their executive committee, explained 
further tonight their icasons for re- 
fusing to participate in the* gove-n- 
ment's plan for settling the biturr.ln 
ous coal strike. Renewing the denial 
that previous agieements had bound 
them to accept the government's plan 
the operators asserted that while they 
were bound by and had agreed to ac- 
cept the strike settlement 
proposal 


made by Dr. Garfield, former fuel ad- 
ministrator, the provisions of the gov- 
ernment proposal as accepted by the 
miners differed vitally from those of 
the Garneld plan. 


The insistence of the operators left 


open tonight the possibility, it mas 
held, that the commission named Sat- 
urday by President Wilson and given 
by him power to fix wages and prices 
of coal necessary to sustain wages 
might be unable to function. The ex- 
ecutive committee did not say, how- 
ever, that the operators would stand 
aloof from the commission in its in- 
estigation and decision, but left the 
question open to be settled probably 
.t a meeting Tuesday in Cleveland, 
Ohio, where a general session of scale 
committees of the central competitive 
leld, and other operators generally, 
has been called. 


Deny Accepting Wilson Plan. 


The operators, in a formal state- 


ment tonight, said: 


"In the light of the statement of 


Attorney General Palmer of yester- 
day, in which he sajs that 'it would be 
an amazing repudiation of their own 
statements If the operators 
do not 


acquiesce in the plan which their offi- 
cial representatives have repeatedly 
•creed to/ IB the settlement e>< the 
coal strike, the bituminous-coal opera- 
tors feel impelled to restate their atti- 
tude so that it may be clearly appre- 
ciated by the public. 


"Attorney General Palmer, in his 


statement of yesterday, asserted that 
the operators had agreed to the mem- 
orandum of the Attorney General and 
John L. Lewis, acting president of the 
United Mine Workers of America, lay- 
ng down the term of agreement for 
settlement of the coal strike. The 
act is that the operators never learn- 
ed of the existence of that agreement 
until after it had been presened to the 
miners at the Indianapolis conference 
>f Dec. 1. 


"The operators did accept the pro- 


posal of the 
government, presented 


hrough Dr. Garfield, former fuel ad- 
ministrator, and referred to in Presi- 
dent Wilson's letter of Dec. 6. Under 
he terms of this proposal, the con- 
troversy was to be settled on the basis 


>f the five principles announced bv 
Dr. Garfield. The application of one 
of the principles determined the 14 
per cent advance which was granted 
the miners. The Garfleld proposal 
further provided for the establishment j 
ot a board with advisory powers only.

Application for the order was made 


by counsel for White and Mrs. Jones 
and was stiongly opposed by Prosecu- 
tor Gasklll, who cam* from Atlantic 
City to argue against the issuance of 
the writ 
The 
prosecutor 
claimed 


that to disclose his case in open court 
before it was given to the grand 
jury might "defeat the end of Jus- 
tice " He offered to disclose his evi- 
dence to Judge Swa}ze in private, but 
the offer was refused. 


Counsel for the prisoners asserted 


that his Clients had been held in Jail 
since December 8, without having 
had a hearing or being informed of 
any of the evidence against them. 


Mr. Gasklll said that the state was 


in a. peculiar situation in this case 
and that it Was a common belief in 
Atlantic City that the purpose of the 
application was to compel the state 
to disclose its evidence. 


"The crime was a secret crime," he 


continued. 
"It contained such mat- 


ters that to disclose them now would 
be very harmful to the state and 
might defeat the 
ends of Justice. 


There are certain matters involving 
expert testimony whose final reports 
have not been given to me and I be- 
lieve it would be impossible for me to 
have them by Monday 
We are not 


keeping these folks in jail for any

REVIEW OF PAST WEEK 
ON STOCK EXCHANGE 


Rally in Foreign Exchange and 


Greater Monetary Ease 


Cause Optimism 


New York. Dec. 21. — Specific rea- 


sons for the more hopeful feeling man- 
ifested in atock market circles this 
week were furnished chiefly by the 
rally in foreign exchange and greater 
monetary easa than was expected at 
this period of the year. 


Recovery of exchange, notably the 


British rate, was not due so far a* 
could be learned to any definite for- 
ward step in the international credit 
situation, but rather a logical rebound 
from acute and unreasoning pressure. 


Relaxation in the money market 


again applied only to daily or call 
loans. Time funds remained firm at 
recent quotations, with greater scar- 
city of offerings on further reserve 
withdrawals by out-of-town institu- 
tions. 


The most impressive feature of the 


local financial situation was the shift- 
ing of huge sums to meet income tax 
returns and other federal require- 
ments. This was accomplished with 
scarcely a ripple on the surface of the 
money market. 


The advance in stocks which mark- 


ed the week's later and more active 
operations was ascribed less to actual 
demand than to tardy recognition by 
the shorts that the floating supply of 
popular issues had steadily diminished. 
Another factor which accelerated the 
rise was the increase* Inquiry for 
steel products. Reading mills are 
weeks behind in unfilled tonnage and 
the first quarter is expected to witness 
an impressive revival of the country's 
foremost Industry- 


Improvement in coppers and kin- 


dred metal shares also proceeded from 
better iraue conditions accompanied 
by higher prices, while the advance in 
oils, motors and affiliated issues was 
reminiscent at times of the October- 
November boom. 


Rails repeated their familiar move- 


ments of recent weeks, backing and 
filling within a narrow area a* dis- 
cussion and developments dealing with 
their return to prHate ownership be- 
come more contusing and uncertain

Washington, D. C.—In accord with 


almost unanimous sentiment in Idaho 
and In response to considerations vital- 
ly affecting adjoining national forests, 
congress baa set apart 1,116,000 acres 
of land In Idaho known aa Thunder 
Mountain region, as national forest 
lands. This great tract, difficult of ac- 
cent and having not over 1 per cent 
of Its area writable for agriculture, has 
for years been the scene of destructive 
fires and devastation due to overgraz- 
ing. 
It Is now to be added to the Pay- 


ette national forest which adjoins it 
on the south and west, and the Idaho 
national forest which adjoins It on the 
north and west The area lies approx- 
imately 100 miles northeast of Boise. 
Because uncontrolled. It has been a re- 
curring menace to the adjoining na- 
tional forests by reason of fires that 
have gained great headway In Its vast 
nnpatrolled regions. 


Swept by Forest Fires. 


What hi* taken place In the Thun- 


der Mountain region, according to offl-! 
clalw of the forest service. United > . 
States department of agriculture. Is 
typical of what would have taken place 
in most of the national forests had 
these areas not been protected. Three 
hundred thousand acres, or approxi- 
mately one-third of the area, has been 
swept by forest Ores In the past twelve 
years, destroying approximately 700,- 
000,000 feet of timber* The mining re- 
st trees, after being superficially ex- 
ploited by miners with scant equip- 
ment, have remained practically un- 
developed. Much of the wild life has j 
Deen, ruthlessly exterminated, and the 
rrazlng lands have been destroyed by ' 
nomadic herds. The number of sheep , 
which have been gracing without re- 
striction or regulation during the past 
year total nearly 900,000. wherea* a 
(air estimate of the "carrying capacl- ; 
ty" of the entire country has been 
placed at 75,000 to 10,000 head of 
•ten*. 
There are no towns or villages In the 


whole region. The log buildings of , 
the first settlement on Monumental 
creek still stand—vacant, specter-like i 
reminders of the boom days of many ' 
years ago. Hundreds of claim* which 
were located during the rash of 1901 
have been abandoned. 
Some high- 


grade ores have been found, and (the 
general belief Is that the region con- 
tains an abundance of low-grade ore, 
bet Its commercial use has not been 
possible because of Inadequate trans- 
portation faculties. 
Control, of the 


area as National Forest land, once op- 
posed because it was feared that It 
m'ght retard mine development, is now 
seen to be a practical step'toward 
proper Use of the mining resources, as 
well as conservative utilization of 
grating facilities. 


Travel Is Difficult. 


At present the roads, trans, and 


bridg * are in a sad state of disrepair, j 
making travel over them on foot or by ; 
horseback Impossible. One of the Im- 
portant undertakings of the forest 
service,' now that the tract has been 
added to adjoining national forest?, : 
will be to supply the area with Im- 
proved lines of travel. 
j 


A large and Important watershed is 


Included In this area, which Is esti- 
mated to supply at least 1,000 second- 
feet of water to the Columbia river at 
low-water periods. It Is roughly esti- 
mated that more than 100.000 horse- 
power conld be generated from water? 
rising In the area. The region Includes 
no natural wonders, large lakes or 
features of special- scenic Interest. 
Deer and trout are plentiful, and there 
are said to be a few wild sheep and 
goats.

tained BO strong a hold In Denmark as 
It has in Norway, writes a Copenhagen 
correspondent cf to* widely-read Brit- 
ish weekly, Common flense. In Den- 
mark the syndicalists strive to play 
much the same role as do the left- 
socialists in Norway, who are reported 
to be supporters of the Busslut brand 
of socialism. 


"The syndicalists, however, make no 


show in the Danish parliament," says 
the correspondent "Since the riots In 
Copenhagen last November, when the 
Grontory district in the center of the 
city was wrecked and:many scores of 
civilians and policemen were injured, 
there has been ft tendency to regard 
them as a mere anarchist rabble. Bat, 
as everywhere In Scandinavia, their 
power over the wage earners Is greater 
than their voting strength, and they 
have succeeded, usually against the 
Association of Trades Unions, which 
has a large majority behind It, In bring- 
ing about prolonged strikes. 


"The Danish syndicalists, by violent 


attacks on the majority socialist party 
and denunciation of its leaders, Statin- 
ing and Borgbjerg, have gained a cer- 
tain poll among the wage earners. 


"The syndicalists' connection with 


the Russian botshevtkl has been re- 
peatedly Indicated. This gave the 


eanloef • good excuse for. _ 
so that arrests, press prosecutions sad 
expulsions take place on • scale Incon- 
ceivable to Sweden or Norway, where 
the left-sodallsts have Uxe rank of use.

BUHtKBaS AM BANDITS 


Record 317 Major DiMurtance* That 


Took Place Between April 10 and 
July 31 of This Year—272 of Thee* 
Outbreak* Are Ascribed to the Ac- 
tivity of V»riou» Factions in Rebel, 
lion Against the Carranza Govern, 
ment 
„ 


One hundred and twelve days In 


Mexico—from April 10 to July 31 of 
the present year—saw 317 major out- 
breaks of disorder reported In news- 
papers published under the close 
scrutiny of the Mexican authorities, 
according to a map indexing condl- 
tir s in Mexico just submitted to the- 
United States foreign relations sub- 
committee Investigating the Mexican 
situation, say» the New York Times. 
Rebel factions and bandits, the mili- 
tary and police organizations, and po- 
litical partisans were responsible for 
all of these outbreaks, which did not 
include the ordinary police crimes and 
misdemeanors. 


Of the thirty states and territories 


in Mexico all but lower California, 
which Is under the practically Inde- 
pendent control of Governor Gantu, 
and Quintana Boo, isolated on the 
peninsula of Yucatan, furnished their 
quota of violence and bloodshed. 


Of the 317 outbreaks of violence re- 


ported, 
the 
Mexican 
newspapers 


ascribed 272 to the activity of various 
factions in rebellion against the Car- 
ranza government. IS to the depreda 
tions of organized bandits, 16 to the 
lawlessness of police and military offi- 
cials, and 1' ree to clashes between 
political partisans. Two newspapers, 
Excelsior and El Universal, published 
in Mexico City, the seat of the Carran- 
za go-eminent, reported 312 of these 
outbreaks. 
Four were reportel by 


Correo del Norte. published at Chi- 
huahua City, and one was reported by 
El Heraldo of Chihuahua City. 


Editors Am Deportetf. 


It is significant that the jontbreaks 


were reported in Mexican newspapers, 
for during Jnne the Carranza authori- 
ties arrested and deported to the dis- 
turbed district of Chihuahua a group 
of newspaper editors whose publica- 
tions had displeased the government 
by printing accounts of various dis- 
turbances. 


Mexico's transportation system, the 


maintenance of which is vital to gov- 
ernmental control and to the subsist- 
ence of the people, was the particular 
prey of the rebel bands. During the 
112 days indexed on the map present- 
ed to the committee, there were re- 
ported in 18 states 72 instances of 
trains dynamited, looted, and burned, 
railroad stations attacked, and rail- 
road track demolished by rebellions 
marauders operating against the Car- 
ranza government. In addition to 
these direct attacks on railroads, the 
various rebel forces during the same 
period raided or occupied 31 of the 
more populous* towns on the various 
railroad lines, looting, burning, and 
killing. In the states of Vena Cruz 
and Pnebla the reports showed 30 di- 
rect attacks on-the Important railroad 
lines which connect the Mexican cap- 
ital with the coast, all of which caused 
more or less extended interruptions of 
traffic. 


The state of Pnebla during: the pe- 


riod covered by the map was the scene 
of 34 outbreaks of violence. Of these 
more than half occurred In the imme- 
diate vicinity of Pnebla City, one of 
the larger cities of Mexico. One of 
the attacks, reported in Excelsior. 
June 15. was directed against the haci- 
enda of William Jenkins, American 
consular agent at Pnebla, who in Oc- 
tober was captured and held for ran- 
som by the rebels. In the June attack, 
the hacienda was looted and the man- 
ager killed.

the entire Carranza garrison at San 
Marcos. Pnebla. had revolted, while 
rebels were looting town?, kidnaping 
women and men. and dynamiting rail- 
road trains throughout the state.
